into heathe heads Iewes matters {ince their captivi- 
ties:as Ezekielan eloquer poer brought the coming 

tro Egypt, into Tragiq; verſc: to have the whole hiſtorie, 
famous: latter times have bene leſle willing to reiect them: 
though Iewes have ſtirred vs much contempt with Mache 
madiltes, for ioyning fables with Gods word. Burt ſince 
Papiſtes and theirelike take the wickedeſt fables, as Tobit 
and Tudith for true ſtorie, reaſon would that they and al 
their felowes ſhould be knowen, how baſcly they were 
regarded at the firſt : for tales or trifles, that printers ſhould 
no morc print them as part of the Bible to greve the holy 
ſpirit, A ſhort ſpeach wil make that plain toal that are not 
blind:ſpecially to all acquainted with Thalmudique tables 
vpon all the law, in memoric of Phraſes: as is this. Neph- 
thali is an hind let looſe cauſing plcaſant words, Gen. 49. 
In truth thatis ſpoken of Barak of Nepthali : who cauſed 
pleſant wordes of Deboraes ſong: Bur becauſe Iahel the 
wife of Heber kild Siſcra, and took the glory from Barak, 
a ſimple wight would think Tacob ſpake of ſtrangerſtory 
then Baraks. Now thefabler biddeth reſt in that ſurcly:or 
els one may ſoone belceve ſucha fable for Nephtali, as 
that of Tobit: pened through quite towin the whetftone; 
& peſtcred with moſtruoſity of lie: as any who have one 
drop of grace may ſoon ſee. So Iacobs ſpech in Moſcs,that 
he bleſſed all his ſonnes, hath no hiſtoric for Symeon'that

Now the placing of the trifling Apo- 
crypha betwixt both Teſtaments is an infinite injurie to 
the high & holy Bible : where ſeven eyes are upon every 
ſtone: & Iewecs think thatour New Teſtament ſhould be 
no better,then the fables which we ioyne to it: Seing c6- 
moly men joyne like to like. Alſo rhey think that we haue 
no more judgeinet for the old teſtam@t,then for the fables 
that go upon it . That Church which firſt baniſheth the 
wickedApocrypha fro the holy Bible wilfirſt find true glo 
rictrom God: and they who entrappe Iewes by milyons 
to hate our new Teſtament, ſhall by millions paſſe to Ge- 
henna with them. Wherforc al that bs not Gods hated wil
